Windmill Sports Field (1) On-site meeting on]3 April concluded that unsatisfactory 
drainage made it unlikely that surface would be playable by due date of 1 May. 
Remedial work will cost 2700, to be vaid for 50/50 by PC and Rockwell. 

(2) Meanwhile, encroachment on old playing field must be put right at contractor's 
expense so that surface is playable. (3) Main tree planting scheme will cost £1000. 


Santini's Circus application to come to Deddington was refused. In the past, 
other circuses have behaved irresponsibly. 


Planning (1) Castle End ~ proposed new. house in grounds fronting on B4031. PC 
returned application commenting that conservation areca would be adversely 
affected and views of Castle Grounds partially obscured.

Tt was with great pleasure that I read your letter in the April edition of the 
Deddington News, concerning the meeting to discuss the management of the 
“Village's Capital Assets’ 

I guess that most villagers would agree with your third choice suggestion, the 
setting up of a Charitable Trust. However, the make-up of the management 
comaittee needs more careful thought. “otwithstanding the seeming fairness 
of the three councillor—three elected trustees arrangement, it would appear 
that with the Council Chairmsan always acting as the seventh member of the 
management comnittee, a council block vote would always be in control. 

I would like to suggest that the management committee be made up of seven 
members, three councillors and four elected members. The chairperson to be 
elected by the seven members when appointed/elected. The elected members 
would sit for four years and the council revresentatives for two years. This 
way the elected trustees would be able to view the longer term planning of the 
income in the interest of us all.

1. I favour your Option 3, or some version of it, that is, a charitable trust 
with a management comaittee composed partly of parish councillors and partly 
of elected villagers, with the villagers not in the minority, probaoly 
electing its own chairman, and reporting to the village from time to time by 
way of the good offices of the Deddington News. Blections could perhaps be 
synchronised with those to the Parish Council itself, so as to minimise 
expense and trouble. ‘The framing of the statutes of the management committee 
will require much care and forethought. 


2. One of the obligations of the management committee should be to see that 
the real capital value of the fund is not only maintained in the face of 
inflation but actually increased, so that the nest egg gets gradually bigger 
as time goes on. To this end I suggest that the rule might be, in present 
conditions, to plough back, say, 25% of amual income. As thinss are now, 
with an expected gross income of around £280,000, this would imply using 
£60,000 and ploughing back 220,000. 


3. We need to remember that interest rates go down as well as up, and that we 
imay well see a time when no more than, say, 6% or 7; was achievable. Great 
care would therefore have to be taken in assuming any ongoing comaitments. 


4, ‘The best application of the availsble funds could well cause a level of 
disagreement greater than the village has ever seen. At least, however, the 
comiittee should specify on approving any grant either that it was once off or 
for how long it would continue, and which were for the benefit of the village 
as a whole and woich were for individual. deserving cases. 


5. As a concrete susgestion for future consideration I would like the comnittee 
to examine the possibility of appointing, whole or part time, an able bodied 
village warden whose principal duties would be to keep the conservation area 
clean and to create and tend, in suitable spots, such as the Market Place and 
the Town Hali, flower troughs and window boxes through the spring and summer.

(a) The Management of the Money - with the objects of maintaining capital 
value, and of getting the most income. There are residents with considerable 
expertise in finance, who would, I am sure, be ready to devote time and 
thought to this, and perhaps a small number (three or four) could constitute 
a body of management, and act as Trustees; the Chairman of the Parish Council 
(PC) should probably attend in a non-voting capacity. Membezs should have a 
limited tenure - perhavs four years, renawable once; and could be apnointed 
by the elected PC. | 


(b) The Disposal of the Income. This should be much more the task of the 
elected PC, but it is important that Distribution should be impartial, 
taking account of long-term needs, and not skewed by special interests. For 
this reason, and because it may be necessary to achieve Charitable Status 

in law, involvement of the financial advisers would seem desirable, particu- 
larly a commitment to consult with them over major projects.

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DEDDINGTON 150 YEARS AGO 


The following extracts were selected by Buffy Heywood from the diaries of the 
Rev. Cotton Risley for the month of May 1839 3; 


6 May - laying of the foundation stone of Sibford Church, 17 Clergymen present 
from within 2, 3, 6 & 10 miles of the spot, besides several respectable laymen 
and yeomen. Stone laid by Miss Wyatt of Banbury, sister of the present Rector 
of Broughton. Architect was Mr Underwood of Oxford. . 

7 May ~- The Cook and Henry the footman had a serious quarrel this morning - they 
were ordered to quit in a month ~ but afterwards agreed to stay out their time. 
Drove to Oxford on my way to Windsor, travelled a11 night by coach to Windsor. 

$ May - Went to call on the Chapter Clerk and the Canons, there were seven 
including the Provost of “ton and the late Headmaster of Gton. Talked matters 
over with them,. got thew to pay the amount of repairs to the Chancel here but 
could not prevail on them to increase the living or give anything at present 
towards our school. ‘Went to London by Railroad train, stayed at the St James 
Hotel, Jermyn Street, Piccadilly, where I was very comfortable. ‘The Ministexs 
resigned yesterdey evening - the Queen sent for Sir Robert Peel st mnecommendaticr 
of Lord Melbourne, or rather for the Duke of Wellington first of all and then by 
his advice for the Baronct. = 

9 May ~ Dined with Lord “tldon /Rev Risley was his Chaplain/ who went on with 
lady Eldon to evening party at the Duke of Cambridge's to meet the Grand Duke 

of Russia. 

10 May - Dined again with Iord Wldon who went to the Queen's Ball. 

1l May - Left London by coach at quarter to ten, reached home in safety abous 
six o'clock, was met at Acderbury gate by “dmund (the groom) in the 4 wheel. 


GOING TO TH DOCTOR by Arthur Lewis 


Born in Deddington in the late 20s, I can remember my mother taking me to see tli 
doctor, the small surgery actually being held at the doctor's house. Ily doctor 
in those days was Dr Turner. ‘The other doctors were Dr Jones and Dr Hodges. 
They were some of the few wuo owned a car. In those days payment was made 
privately, sometimes by nayment into a club for those that were on hard times. 
Fortunately in 1948 ‘The Health Service" took care of us all. Dr Turner's house 
was known as The Cottage, Chapmans Tene (now Tressan House). Dr Jones lived et 
Ilbury House, New Streot, which is now Dr O'Domell's residence, Dr Hodges: 
lived at eatherton House. 


Looking back, I can remember most of the names of the doctors who treated the 
citizens of the.district so well through the years. They were doctors Turner, 
Jones, Hodges, Boston, Ifolloway, Ie-Wolf, Woolaston, McCabe, Watson, Unsworth, 
Shakespeare, and at vresent the splendid team of Drs O'Donnell, Fell, O'Coniox 
and Charig. Dr Unsworth was killed in a tragic car accident, he was so papular, 
and greatly missed, a very cad blow for Deddington. 


The first surgery formed where everyone was able to visit the doctor of their 
choice was at Featherton iliouse. There were usually three doctors available, 
seeing patients from 9 aw to 10 am each morning, and 6 pm to 7 pm each evening. 
There were no appointments, so peorle had to be prepared to wait their turn. 
The surgery then moved to High Street for a number of years, and finally to the 
Health Centre in Harls Iane. 


Prior to the Health Centre, patients were given a prescription which was a 
taken to the Chemist, lir Stockdale, at Coniston House, New Street. He served 
Deddington and district well. Mrs Wing end Mrs Bolton were the receptionists 
and greatly appreciated by all. Mrs Wing moved a few years ago to a new _ 
district, Mrs Bolton resides at Barford and is still to be seen as part of the 
team of receptionists. 

As people will knoy, the Health Centre has its own dispensary, with a pleasant 
and helpful staff. We in Deddington and district are very fortunate to haves sucn 
a good team of doctors, nurses, receptionists, and staff to whom we will alweys 
be grateful. The Health Centre at Deddington is certainly a place we can be 


proud of, . 9

AN BNGROSSING STORY 


Marianne Josephy set out for England on a ‘cold grey early morning in January 
1939. She was fifteen years old. She left her parents in Germany and she never 
saw them again. After the war she learned that they died in Auschwitz in 1944, 
In their memory and tin the hope that the events of those years will not be 
forgotten too soon', Marianne has written 'A CHANCE IN SIX MILLION' (Kemble 
Press, Banbury, 1989). 


It is not a sad book, though there is sadness in it. Nor is it bitter, though 
sometimes bitterness breaks through. Her engrossing story unfolds largely 
through precise, factual and detailed descriptions of ordinary things. ‘The 
clothes she wore, the food she ate, everyday habits and customs, where she 
lived and worked ~ all these are clearly observed and honestly set down. Yet 
the book is not really about her at all but about dher people. Her early years 
in the Worth German port of Rostock were happy and richly textured, with family 
love as the unifying foree. This was the strength that later sustained the 
Josephys, their relatives and friends through the pervasive anti-semitism of 
pre-war Eerlin. You feel you were there yourself. 


Her affection and gratitude for the people who helped her settle in "ngland, 

put her through school and hosvit+l training, though not entirely uncritical, 

is genuine and appealing. She learned the tradition that nurses should obey 

orders unquestioningly and blindly’, a curious if muted echo of the Nazism 

she had only just escaped. We share her hurt and dismay when a hospital matron 

said to her in 1941 "T hope you realise we do not normally accept foreigners", 

just as we share her quiet pleasure over the 'young man who turned me into a 

real English woman with a genuine British passport'. It is Marianne Ulsley of 

Deddington who wrote 'A CiHANCS IN SIX, MELLON" but Marianne Josephy who lived it.
